Assistant Secretary of the Interior Chandler 
has modified the decision of the Land Commis­ 
sioner in holding for the cancellation of that 
portion of George W. Swegle'iupre emption, de­ 
claring the statement covering the southwest 
quarter ot the uortheast quarter of section 17, 
township 9 north, range 39 east, W. W. M., 
Walla Walla, Wash., allowing Abel Shaw’s pre- 
emptory declaratory statement to remain intact 
for the same tract.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , August 4th.—In the Senate, 
Davis offered a resolution calling on the Secre­ 
tary of War for information on the subject of 
the’ accident last Friday to the lock of the Sault 
Ste. Marie Cans], He spoke ot it as the most 
serious calamity to the commerce of the nation, 
ensti- g, as he had been iutormcd by telegraph, 
8500,00u a day. He also mentioned incidentally 
the iailcre of the Hou-e to act on the bill 
passid by the House some mouths ago provid­ 
ing or a second ana large lock 
Pavne said he did not know how delicate he 
had to be in talking about the othei house, but 
he was informed that the bill had been ap­ 
proved by the River and Harbor Committee of 
the House, but that for several months past the 
committee had uot b- on able to get a hearing 
for it before tbe House. There was where the 
matter Mood 
Edmunds did not think it the proper thing to 
spend the time iu di-cusslng the conduct ot the 
other branch of Cyugre.-s. 
After further dtfcussiou the resolution was 
agreed to. 
Tbe resolution offered Saturday by Plumb as 
to the reinterment of the remains ot Grant in 
the Arlington National Cemetery was, at the 
suggestion of Plumb, allowed to remsiu on the 
table, to be called up at some other time. The 
tariff bill was then taken up. 
The pending question being on Vest’s nmend 
m euttolhe china-ware paragraph reuuction of 
the duty on decorated to ,’0 per cent, nd valo­ 
rem, and on plain und-corated ware to 40 per 
eeut.. instead ot 5 > aud 5). as recommended by 
th ■ Fiuauce Loraroittce, and instead of 60 and 
55 in the House bill, the matter was discussed 
at length. 
Finally Vest modified his amendment by 
changing the rate of plain white chin* to 45, 
instead o f -11 t er cent. The amendment was 
then rejected—yeas 19. uavs 25. 
The amendment ot the Finance Committee 


(making the rates 55 and 50 per cent, was 
agreed to without division. 
The next question on the committee amend­ 
ment to paragraph 101. as to all other enina. 
etc.. striking out the Housv paragraph which 
fixes the rate on decorated ware at 60 per cent 
and on nndecorated at 55 per cent., and sub­ 
stituting another designation on which a rate of 
50 per cent, is fixed. Agreed to. 
The next question was on paragraph 102%. as 
to glass 
and 
glassware. 
The 
committee 
amendment was to strike out the paragraph in 
the House bill fixing four rates oil bottles, ac­ 
cording to sizes, aud substitute for it a different 
classification wi h two rates—one cent per 
pound on bottles, of not less than a pint, and 
one and a half ceuts per pound on bottles hold­ 
ing less than a pint. Agreed to. 
The next question was the amendment of the 
finance committee to strike out naragraphs 109. 
110. Ill, 112,113 and 114 iu the 11:,use bill and 
substitute for them a new paragraph. (101) tax­ 
ing glass and glassware, cnt on ornamented, 45 
per cent, ad valorem. 
1 
McPherson moved to reduce the rate in the 
Senate amendment to 35 per cent. Rejected. 
Plumb moved to amend 
the 
committee 
amendment by reducing the rate on cut and 
decorated glass and glassware from 45 to 40 per 
cent. Rejected. 
The committee amendment was then agreed 
to. 
The next question was on paragraph 106, fix­ 
ing the duties on unpolished, cylinder, crown 
and eommon window glass, the committee 
amendment being to reduce it from 1% ceuts. 
A loug discussion ensued. 
Plumb said it was better not to pass the tariff 
bill than to pass one that was not right. 
Vance’sameudment was finally defeated. 
Various motions to reduce the rate ou un­ 
polished. cylinder, crown and common window 
glass were made by Plumb and were rejected, 
on yeas and nays votes, although in the last of 
them Ingalls. Manderson, Paddcck and Plumb 
voted with the Democrats. 
Finallv, on motion of Aldrich, the rates were 
reduced to 1%, 1%, 2% and 2% cents per pound 
(according to size), aud the henate adjourned. 
IN THE HOUSE. 


W a s h in g t o n , August 4th.—This morning the 
House went into a Committee of the Whole on 
the general deficiency appropriation bill. 
Anderson of loxva explained that the Pacific 
railroad claims were not provided for iu the 
bill. While he believed that the time was near 
at hand when these claims would have to be 
settled, the committee had been practically 
unanimous iu refusing to provide for their pay­ 
ment, when they were silll pending in the 
Couits ot the county. 
Rogers ot Arkansas attacked the Speaker and 
his rulings. 'I he Code of Rules, he said, under 
which the House was proceeding gave the 
Speaker power to stifle debate, gag the House, 
force the passage of bills and mistreat the mi­ 
nority and bulldoze the majority. lie had de­ 
luded the majority with the lull assurance on 
the part ot the Republican members that ¡1 this 
scheme should break down, under the judg 
meut of a liberty-loving people, they would 
perch like Samson under the ruius, but if it 
succeeded, that he alone should reap all glory 
Their want of patriotic courage was exceeded 
only by their suicidal stupidity, and among 
them all there had not been found one man 
with the courage of a Jackson, the patriotism ot 
a llenrv aud the love of liberty that inspired 
the fa: hers who could say, “ lhis is our country: 
these are our liberties: these are our country­ 
men and you are our servants, aud we will not 
have oue troddeu down under teet or otherwise 
outraged or wronged.” I tell you, Mr. Speaker, 
that they curse you. anil despise you, and hate 
you, and when you are assailed in private and 
in public they are silent. 
Heudersou of Iowa defended the Speaker 
against the attack made upon him by Rogers. 
He referred to him as the mighty man from 
Maine, and declared that he stood to-day, as to­ 
morrow, the grand figure of this age of legis­ 
lative victory and reforms. Commenting on 
the legislation ot this session, 
Henderson 
touched upon the tariff bill, saying that al- 
tnough some of the Republicans might have de 
sired to amend it, by reason of the organ­ 
ized op[>osiiion on the other side the time 
had been so consumed that those amendments 
could not be made. It seemed as though the 
minority was beut on preventing all amend­ 
ments. This House had passed the silver bill, 
whereby silver was already marching forward 
to take its place beside gold. This House had 
been the first one with the courage and patriot­ 
ism to pa«s an anti-trust bill. It had passed the 
election bill, aud the original package bill. The 
Republicans ot the House had erected a pyra­ 
mid of legislation. 
Breckinridge of Arkansas criticised the code 
of rules, and proceeded to contrast the perst nal 
and political relation which existed between 
Speaker Carlisle and thp members aud that 
which existed between the members and 
Speaker Reed. In the last Congress the mem­ 
bers of the minority had always been treated 
courteously. Now a member of the minority 
rising lor recognition did not know what treat­ 
ment he would receive at the hands ot the 
Speaker. He then proceeded to make an earn­ 
est appeal against the force bill, concluding as 
follows. “Gentlemen of the North, why should 
not we come together" Why cannot you lay 
aside these suspicions ? You cannot take your 
‘rotten burroughs’ from the South. You cannot 
hold tbe power here by mercenaries put at the 
polls. You cannot keep political power by de­ 
bauching the ballot-box or jury-box. You can­ 
not make the country one by turning out mem­ 
bers who are elected by the people and seating 
those not elected by your votes. What you can 
do is this: You can aid the people of the South 
to 
build 
up that country; you can help 
us 
keep in 
the 
line 
of 
a 
progressive 
march, 
so 
that 
your 
so d s 
may 
come 
and live among us, Ihrow iu tht-ir’lot with 
ours, and intermarry in our families, so that 
while there will still be a North and Soutb.it 
will be a loving and rich North, a prosperous 
and patriotic South. That is what we Demo­ 
crats. who ou this side of the Chamber protest 
against your rules, desire to have done by the 
people who are behind you at home.” 
Bending action on the bill the committee 
rose, and the House adjourned.

business is putting up prescriptions. 
He 
has no clientele of men who drop in for a 
little aromatic spirits of ammonia after a 
night of dissipation, or for acid phosphate 
after too much smoking, or for tincture of 
iron and so many grains of quinine, or a 
glass of Calisaya for a tonic, or a teaspoon­ 
ful of bicarlionate of soda to offset too 
hearty a meal. All that which so enriches 
our druggists is unknown to England. The 
Americans in London last summer found 
this out to their cost. One of them told 
me that he had this queer experience. He 
asked a druggist for a draught of iron and 
quinine. 
“ Oh, we carn’t give you that without a 
prescription, you knoxv,” the man replied. 
The American persisted, but the drug­ 
gist was firm. 
“ Well then can you give me an ounce 
of tincture of iron?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ And two two-grain quinine pills?” 
“ Yes, sir,” 
“ Will you lend me a tumbler with a 
little water in it?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
Having all these things, the American 
dropped a dozen drops of iron in the water, 
and took that and the pellets down with a 
gulp. The drnggist looked on with keen 
interest, and then said, very gravely : 
“ Do you know, I call that neat? 
It is 
very neat indeed.”—Julian Ralph, in Har­ 
per's Weekly.

PHYSICIANS IN COUNCIL. 


O pening o f th e T en th In tern atio n al M ed- 
ieal Congress. 
B e r l in , Augnst 4th.—The tenth International 
Medical Congress opened in this city to-day. 
Herr Yon Boettieher, Chief ot the Imperial 
Home Office, and representative of the Chan­ 
cellor: Herr Von Maltzabn. Imperial Treasurer: 
Von dossier, Pmssian Minister of Ecclesiastical 
Aflairs of Instruction and Medical Affair», and 
Herr Herrturth. Prussian Mlalster of the Inte­ 
rior. represented the German Government at tho 
opeuiiig of the ceremony. Profeaaor Virchow, 
President of tho Congress made the opening 
address. He expressed the Emperor’s sympathy 
with the objects of the Congress and said that 
Germany would devote herself to science aud 
humanity. 
Two thousand five hundred German and S,50<> 
foreign doctors, iu* ludiug 500 physicians fronx 
America, were present. 
Yon Boettieher made an address welcoming 
the delegates on behalf of the German states, 
and 
Dr. Yon Grossler welcomed them ou 
belialt of the Educational Department. The* 
address welcoming the delegates to Berlin was 
made by the Burgomaster of the city. 
Mr. Hamilton, Surgeon-General of the United 
States Marine Hospital Service, who was Sec­ 
retary of the Congress held last year in Wa-1»- 
ington. and others, made speeches in response 
to the address of w elcome. 


EM PER O R W ILLIAM . 


A C ordial W elcom e E xtended to U lus 
at th e Q ueen's P alace 
L o n d o n . August 4th.—The German Imperial 
yacht, with Emperor William and his brother. 
Prince Henry, on board, arrived at Osborne at 
10 o’clock this morning. 
The Queen signaled 
welcome to him from Osborne House, her pal­ 
ace on the Isle of Wright, as the yacht entered 
Cowes Roads. The Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Connaught, on board the royal yacht, 
went out to meet tbe Emperor. A number of 
others of the royal family awaited the arrival 
on the private landing stage. 
One German 
ironclad accompanied the Emperor, who waa 
also escorted into the harbor by five British 
torpedo boats. As the Emperor landed a salute 
was fired. 
Entering & carriage, his Majesty 
drove to Osborne House, where the Queen, 
Princess of Wales aud Duchess of Edinburgh 
received him at the entrance

They penetrated his brain to the extent 
of three inches, and were withdrawn with 
great difficulty. To the amazement of the doc­ 
tors Wickers has completely recovered from hia 
self-inflicted injuries, and is able to attend to 
hia business as usual. The doctors pronounce 
the case as being unparalleled in medical an­ 
nals. 
T he P a n a m a Canal. 
N ew Yo r k , August 4th.—News has been re­ 
ceived from Panama up to July 25th. The only 
intelligence concerning canal matters received 
is to the effect that negotiations with the Colom­ 
bian Government are going on smoothly. Lieu­ 
tenant Wyse’s engineers are pushing on their 
preparations for the early resumption of work. 
Their careful examination of tbe condition of 
the plant has resulted very satisfactory, every­ 
thing being in as good, if not better, preserva­ 
tion and order than could have been reasonably 
expected. 
R ussian C ereals. 
N ew Yo r k , August 4th.—A special corre­ 
spondence from St. Petersburg gives an account 
of the recent movements of cereals in Russia 
from the journal of ibe Minister of Finance. 
This states the exports of cereals from the 
principal Custom houses from January 1st to 
May 26th amounted to 2,520,000 tons, of which 
1.170.000 tous were wheat.

lantic stations. 
The Secretary of tbe 
Navy has directed that all be done that 
can be, to do honor to the memory of the 
great naval expert, and this order reflects 
the wish of the American people, who 
mourn the great Captain as deeply as can 
the countrymen of his native land. The 
reception of the remains at Stockholm 
will be of an imposing character. It is 
inspiring and ennobling to see two nations 
thus unite to do honor to the memory of 
one of the most modest and useful men 
whose life has graced the century. 
On Saturday the new cruiser San Fran­ 
cisco moved for the first time by the power 
of her own engines. She steamed around 
the Bay of San Francisco for six hours 
under half pressure and made ten knots 
an hour. This initial trial was in every 
way successful, and more than met the 
expectations and hopes of her builders. 
Everything indicates that the ship will 
exceed the requirements of the Naval De­ 
partment, aud thus, for the third time, 
California will demonstrate her capacity 
to build first-class steel-armored ships of 
war. 


VHILE THE SDH SHINES. 


IS IT CENSORSHIP? 
Tolstoi’s “Kreutzer Sonata” is not a 
book that it profits one to read. It is 
offensive in more senses than one, but its 
exclusion from the United States mails on 
tbe ground of indecency is ill-advised 
judgment hy officials. If the postal author­ 
ities were in partnership with the publish­ 
ers to sell the book well, they could not 
have devised a more effective method than 
they have, by the order of exclusion. 
But the claim is made that the order is 
an act of dangerous censorship. W ith this 
view we agree. The laws of the United 
States for sikty years have provided that 
indecent matter shall not be transported 
under tbe stamp of the Government. It is 
a wise provision, and is not likely to suffer 
repeal. The judgment of some one must 
be taken as to what books, papers and 
prints fall under the category of lewd, ob­ 
scene, indecent and dangerous books. For 
the abuse of that judgment, for its unwise 
exercise, criticism is legitimate. But the 
law is invincible; it was wisely intended 
and must remain. 
Censorship, in the understanding of the 
day, i> the exercise of the [tower of rejec­ 
tion of matter obnoxious, in a political or 
religious sense, or calculated to obstruct 
free speech, and the right to freely print 
one’s opinions. But free speech has never 
been interpreted to be license to debauch 
and corrupt the morals of the people, or to 
flood the country with prints and books 
which it is in offense in all the States to 
write, print or possess. 
No one ha» had the audacity to say that 
the exclnsion from the mails of such works 
as are proscribed by common consent and 
judgment reflected in the law—works that 
are bawdy, grossly insulting to decency, 
and are corrupters of youth and age alike 
— is wrong, or that the laws condemning 
such works of obscenity are violative of the 
liberty of the citizen. They are not and 
never have been considered laws of censor­ 
ship. It is not and never was a guaranteed 
right to print or circulate obscene and 
filthy books and prints. 
So far, then, as tbe idea that the exclu­ 
sion of the Tolstoi novel is a dangerous 
precedent and a step in the right direction 
of a censorship that assaults the lilierty of 
the (teople is concered, there is nothing in 
i t The judgment of the Assistant Attor­ 
ney-General and the }K>stal authorities in 
the case in hand is error, in our opinion, 
but it is not an act of censorship that can 
do any harm to any substructural princi­ 
ple of tbe republic. Behind such errors 
of judgment are the Courts of the land, 
which will not permit any department de­ 
cision to invade the liberties of the people, 
and behind the Coarts is the sentiment of 
the people, which can liedejiended upon to 
overthrow any attempt to exercise an arbi­ 
trary censorship. 
We consider the action of the authori­ 
ties a mistake only iiecause it serves to ad­ 
vertise the obscene l>ook. 


THE TROUBLES IN SAN FRANCISCO. 
There would apj>ear to be very little 
doubt but that the young man who killed 
a striking molder in San Francisco Sunday 
night was first assaulted by the strikers, 
some of whom dogged his footsteps for 
the purpose. The cause of labor is brought 
into disrepute hy a policy that permits or 
remains silent before such assaults. The 
Btrikers in San Francisco cannot afford to 
continue upon that line of action. They 
will be taught presently that the laws and 
peace of the community must be respected, 
that lawlessness will not he tolerated hy 
the people, and that if they do not put a 
etop to these outrages, the community will 
rise against them. On the same evening 
of the murder, two other non-striking 
molders were assaulted and severely beaten 
by striking molders. That death did not 
result was due only to the fact that the 
men on both sides were unarmed. This 
brawling in the streets mast cease; the 
lives of the innocent are exposed by these 
encounters, and the security of the public 
against lawlessness is demanded. 
The 
Union in older» must do something more 
than deplore these affairs and disclaim re­ 
sponsibility for them. It remains that 
men under their control provoke the 
trouble, and that in no instance have they 
punished any of their number for lawless­ 
ness. If they expect any sympathy 
lieieafter, they must act as prosecutors of 
any of their memliership who resort to 
violence against their opponents.

SUPERVISOR TEBBETS WANTS THE 
ROADS AND BRIDGES FIXED. 


CITY TRUSTEES. 
M rs Cook's W ater R ates—Citizens W ho 
W ant M ore L ight. 
At yesterday’s meeting of the City Txus- 
trees there were present only the Mayor 
and Trustee McLaughlin, Mr. Woif being 
oat of the city. Clerk McKee was also ab­ 
sent, and C. M. Phinney acted in his stead. 
The Engineer of the Water Works re­ 
ported that daring the past week 44.870 000 
gallons of water were pumped, the Holly 
pump ruuuing 57 hours ani the Stevens 
152 hours. 
Boundmaster O’Neill reported that he 
impounded in July 12 horses, 15 cows and 
40 dogs. All the dogs were killed. He 
collected $27 50 in fees. 
R. H. Singleton, Superintendent of Ceme­ 
teries, reported 32 deaths for July. Seven­ 
teen bodies were brought here for inter­ 
ment and four were sent away. He col­ 
lected the following fees: Exbumations, 
$30: sale of lots, $265 50; permits, $55; 
vault, $5. 
N. A. Kidder, the Harbormaster, collected 
$162 50 in levee dues for July. 
Chief of Police Drew reported that 185 
arrests were made during July. Sixteen 
lodgers were accommodated and 1,117 
meals furnished. When he made his last 
report he had $7 95 cash on hand; received 
(luring the month: $15 50; paid out, $15 25; 
balance. $8 20. 
Mrs. Grace Cook, from whose house the 
city water had been shut off, came before 
the Board and asked if the water should 
not be again turned on. The claim for 
some $14 for back water rates she held was 
owed by her husband and should not be 
pushed against her. The Superintendent 
of the Water Works refused to let her bave 
any water unless she paid the full amount 
of the bill. 
The matter was laid over for one week 
until the Superintendent of the Water 
Works should return. 
Clerk Coffey said that Mrs. Cook had not 
lived with her husband for several years, 
and be was not charging her for auything 
beyond the past year. 
Mr. Hook, a resident on Thirtieth 
street, complained that neighbors tied their 
cows to his fence at night and broke it 
down and his horse got out and was taken 
by the Poundmaster. He wanted to be re­ 
lieved of the fee charged against him. 
The Board concladed that it coaid do 
nothing in the matter. 
C. M. Campbell presented a petition 
signed by 110 residents of the vicinity of 
Fifteenth and O streets, asking that the 
electric light be replaced on the high mast 
there. Laid over one week. 
A petition was presented from citizens 
asking that an electric light be placed at 
Sixth and N streets. Laid over. 
Mr. Campbell, a vault-cleaner, appeared 
before the Board and said that Sanitary In­ 
spector Starr had (as alleged in his com­ 
munication to the Board last week) dis­ 
criminated in favor of rival contragtors as 
against him. He thought he should have 
a fair show. 
M r Starr said that Campbell did not want 
a fair show—he wanted to “hog it all.” 
Campbell denied tbe allegation, and after 
a few more words between himself and 
Mr. Starr the further hearing of the charge 
was continued till next Monday. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he would like 
to have the Central Street Railway Com­ 
pany put its streets in proper order. The 
streets through which the tracks run had 
never been accepted by the city, and as 
they are in bad condition he wanted them 
fixed at once. 
Mr. McLaughlin also called attention to 
the sidewalk on the west side of Sixth 
street, between J and K, owned by Mr. 
Joseph, which had long ago been con­ 
demned from the alley to K street. If the 
work was not done at once he wanted the 
City Surveyor to prepare plans and spec­ 
ifications and have the work dong at the 
owner's expense. 
The same official reported that L C. 
Chandler had laid a new walk in front of 
his J-street property and had retained the 
wooden curbing without consulting him. 
He had therefore directed him to put in a 
stone curbing. 
It wa3 ordered that the parties storing 
wood, lumber, etc., on the levee be notified 
to keep the place clear, so that vessels 
could unload their freight. 
An order was made, on motion of Mavor 
Comstock, to notify water consumers that 
they must pay for thetr water in advance, 
and must take the money themselves to 
the Water Clerk’s office. 
An order wa3 made requiring the Street 
Improvement Company to complete its O- 
street contract within the specified time. 
The Board, after allowing a number of 
bills, adjourned till Monday next.

Poor Econom y to W ait Until W in ter- 
W idespread Advertising of the 
R egistration Call. 


The August session of the Board of Su­ 
pervisors opened yesterday forenoon. All 
the members were present except Mr. 
Greer, and Mr. Black presided. 
After the minutes of the last session 
were read and approved, Road Overseer E. 
B. Bryant, of Galt, addressed the Board in 
relation to the condition of the Dry creek 
bridge. He said it was greatly in need of 
repairs, and could not last through another 
winter. The timbers were rotting away, 
aud new underpinnings and sills were 
needed. He also suggested that while the 
repairs were going on the bridge be raised 
several feet higher. Daring the recent 
winter, he said, the water passed over the 
bridge to a bight of two and a half feet, 
and nearly washed it away. 
Supervisor Tebbets thought that the mat­ 
ter should be referred to the Road Commit­ 
tee for investigation, and report to the 
Board. He believed that the work was 
necessary and should be done at once, and 
the sooner the committee went to work the 
better. 
Mr. Bates did not think Mr. Tebbets un­ 
derstood the matter. The bridge wa9 not 
now in an unsafe condition, but it was the 
dfsire to have it strengthened and raised 
before next winter. 
Mr. Bryant substantiated this He was 
confident that the bridge would hold out, 
with proper care, until winter, but it could 
not stand another freshet. 
Mr. Tebbets said he thoroughly under­ 
stood the matter, and that was why he did 
not want to delay. “That bridge should be 
fixed as soon as possible,” he said. “In my 
opinion, as much of this repairing should 
be done during the fine weather as it is 
possible to do. This thing of waiting un­ 
til the roads and bridges become impassa­ 
ble is the worst sort of economy. This 
• Board has had several experiences of that 
kind, which should be remembered. The 
road near the Twelfth-street bridge was an 
instance. The Board ordered the road 
graveled, but the work was put off until 
winter, when the mud was three feet 
deep. It cost the county over $1000 to 
gravel a little piece of road which in sum­ 
mer would not have cost $600 at the very 
most. That was saving monev, wasn’t it? 
Now this bridge will aff'urd just another 
such instance unless it is attended to right 
away. One life lost by means of its rotten 
condition will cost us more through a dam­ 
age suit than would build twenty new 
bridges. I’m favor of going right ahead 
with these repairs, and am aleo iu favor of 
notifying all other Road Overseers to make 
all necessary repairs in their respective 
districts before the wet weather sets in. I 
move, Mr. Chairman, that this matter be 
referred to the Road Committee, with 
power to act, and that they be requested to 
go out and examine that bridge this week.” 
Mr. Ross seconded the motion. He knew 
the bridge’s condition well. It was origi­ 
nally bnilt when he was a boy, and the old 
timbers were still endeavoring to bear up 
the various new floors laid in the past 
twenty years. 
The motion upon being put to a vote 
was carried, all voting for it with the ex­ 
ception of Mr. Bates, who did not think 
there was any need of hurrying in the 
matter. He was also opposed to giving the 
Road Committee power to act, although 
he is a member of that Committee him­ 
self.This matter disposed of, Mr. Tebbets 
called the attention of the Board to its re­ 
cent action in regard to the advertising of 
its call for a re-registration of the county. 
At that time, he said, the Board resolved 
to advertise the call in but one dailv news­ 
paper. Mr. Tebbets said that siDce then 
he had met and heard of scores of people 
who were not aware that a new registra­ 
tion had been called for. This was no 
doubt because the matter had not been 
sufficiently advertised. In conclusion Mr. 
Tebbets moved that the call for a re-regis­ 
tration be advertised in every newspaper 
in the county. 
Mr. Bates was opposed to it. He thought 
that by sending out circulars the work 
could be accomplished far cheaper aud just 
as effectively. 
Upon a vote being taken all voted in 
favor of tbe proposition except Mr. Bates, 
who responded with a vigorous “No.” 
The Board then took a recess until 2 p. m . 
At the afternoon session, Jacob Cassel- 
man, Poundkeeper for Sutter Township, 
presented his resignation, which was ac­ 
cepted. 
George Williams, Overseer of Road Dis­ 
trict No. 21, appeared before the Board and 
reported that a bridge across the laguna, 
near the LoreDz place, was in an unsafe 
condition for another winter. 
On inolion-of Mr. Tebbets. the matter 
was referred to the Committee on Roads 
and Iíiidges, with power to order necessary 
work doue.

ASPHALT FOR PAYE4EHTS. 


ITS UTILITY DISCUSSED BEFORE THE 
CITY TRUSTEES. 


T he V entura C om pany W an ts to P u t It 
on I S tre e t—C heaper H ere T hau 
in th e E ast. 


The moat im portant business that came 
before the City Trustees at yesterday’s ses­ 
sion was that concerning the paving of 
twenty-four feet in the center of I street 
w ith asphalt. Adrian Smith, representing 
the V entura Asphalt Company, appeared 
before the Board to ask that an order be 
made to have asphalt laid on I street, from 
Thirteenth to Eighteenth, and from Twen­ 
ty-third to Thirtieth. 
Mr. Smith said he had canvassed the 
property owners on I street and had found 
that a majority of them on the live blocks 
from Thirteenth to Eighteenth, and the 
seven blocks from Twenty-third to T hir­ 
tieth streets were in favor of a Ventura 
asphalt pavement. H e gave the following 
as estimates of cost, with gravel and with 
V entura asphalt: 
Estimates of cost for paving I street be­ 
tween Thirteenth and Thirty-first streets 
w ith gravel, from specifications furnished 
by City Engineer:

If stone crosswalks are used, the addi­ 
tional cost will be $70 for each crossing, 
and counting 30 in all, the whole cost will 
be $2,520, less $882 92, estimated above, for 
the wooden crosswalks; making a net ad­ 
ditional cost of $1,637 08, or 14 1-5 cents for 
each front foot of property—call it 14 cents. 
By using stone crosswalks, therefore, the 
whole cost per front foot will be $1 55, of 
which the city will pay 39 cents, and the 
property-owners $1 16. ’ As the Trustees 
will probably order stone crossings, the 
latter figures will be taken.

CHINATOWN IS A NUISANCE AND A 
DETRIMENT.

front foot, the property-owners 
paying 
$3 70, and the city, $1 23. 
According to this showing, the city will 
be obliged to pay about 84 cents and the 
property-owners $2 54 per front foot extra 
for asphalt pavement, in excess of what a 
gravel pavement would cost; or, for twelve 
blocks, the city would be obliged to pay 
$6,451, and the property-owners $19,507, 
over and above the cost of a gravel pave­ 
m ent. 
The owner of a 40-foot lot would pay an 
additional am ount of only $101 60. 
The asphalt pavement will be composed 
of 34 inches of'asphalt concrete, having at 
least three times the tensile strength of 
Portland cement concrete, and on top of that 
will be 11 inches of asphalt surface dressing. 
The heaviest teams in Sacramento can run 
over it without injuring it in the least, and 
the sun’s heat will not affect it. The com­ 
pany will ¡jive a bond to keep the street in 
repair for hve years, turning it over to the 
city authorities at the end of that tim e in 
perf- ct condition. 
1 - Buffalo, N. Y., asphalt streets cost 331 
cents per square foot, and in San Francisco 
29 to 32 cents. Ventura asphalt is infinitely 
preferable to tbe material used in either of 
those cities, and is cheaper. W hile a ma­ 
jority of the property-owners in the twelve 
blocks are in favor of asphalt, some of 
them do not wish to sign a petition to have 
it ordered to asphalt, for reasons of their 
own. 
They favor it, but do not wish to 
ofiend any of their less progressive neigh­ 
bors. 
“We are here," said Mr. Smith, “ to give 
you good streets, and desire some encour­ 
agement from the city authorities, without 
which it will be almost impossible for us 
to do any business. The use of our m a­ 
terial is not an experiment by any means, 
having been used extensively, and we have 
but lately taken a large contract with the 
Leland Stanford Jr. University, Mr. Stan­ 
ford giving us the contract only after a 
thorough and exhaustive examination of 
all pavement material by his experts and 
engineers. 
Our material received their 
unanim ous approval.” 
Mr. McLaughlin asked Mr. Sm ith if he 
would guarantee the road. 
The latter said he was prepared to do so, 
and would give a bond for five years. He 
was satisfied that it would not cost him 
more than $200 to keep the street in per­ 
fect repair. All the property-owners whom 
he had consulted on the subject were in 
favor of it. 
B U. Steinman, G. M. Mott, B. Leonard, 
J. M. Milliken and other property owners 
were present and urged the Board to favor 
the project. 
Mr. McLaughlin objected to the city 
having to pay one-fourth of the expense. 
Mr. Milliken said it would be no evi 
dence of generosity on the part of the Trus 
tees to do this. The tax-payers put up the 
money, and did so willingly. They are 
the ones whose wishes should be con­ 
sulted. 
Mr. McLaughlin said that the way to do 
would be to have a majority of the property 
owners sign a petition to the Board for as 
phalt. 
It was explained that many of tbe property 
owners in favor of the asphalt did not, for 
certain reasons, want to sign a petition. 
Mr. Luhrs said that the only way for the 
Board 
of Trustees 
to do 
was 
to go 
ahead and onler improvements, no m atter 
w hether or not a few old fogies oppose 
improvement 
and progress. There had 
been too much hanging back in the past, 
and the city was suffering by it. 
Mr. 
McLaughlin said that the work 
should not be ordered by the Board, while 
he is Street Commissioner without a peti­ 
tion therefor. 
Mr. Leonard said he would like to know 
w hether or not Trustee McLaughlin was 
running the City Board of Trustees. There 
are two other members of the Board, and 
possibly they might be in favor of progress 
and improvement. 
Mr. McLaughlin replied, testily, that he 
knew bis business, and 
could not be 
swerved in his purpose. 
Some rather warm words passed between 
Trustee McLanghlin on tbe one hand and 
Messrs. Lnhrs and Leonard on the other, 
at the conclusion of which Mr. Mott asked 
if it would be satisfactory to the Street 
Commissioner if assured that a majority of 
the property-owners on I street would not 
protest against the proposed improvement. 
W hile no direct promise was given to 
that efiect, Mr. McLaughlin intimated that 
he might favor tbe project if proof were 
furnished that a majority of tbe property- 
owners showed that they wanted it.

This Mr. Sm ith said he would present at 
tbe next meeting of the Board. 
Owing to tbe absence of Trustee Wolf 
tbe matter was laid over for final action 
until next Monday.

NOBLES OF THE MYSTIC SHRINE VISIT 
SACRAMENTO. 


M ecca T em ple H alts on th e O u tsk irts ot 
th e O asis of Islam T em ple 


an d is R efreshed. 


The City Board of Health held its reg­ 
ular m onthly meeting last evening at the 
office of the Secietary, Dr. H . L. Nichols. 
There were present Drs. Snider, .Nichols, 
Brnne, Clow and Fowler. 
W hen the minutes of the recent special 
meeting—at which action was taken re­ 
garding Dodge’s 
Tannery—were read, a 
discussion arose from the fact that Secre­ 
tary Nichols did not read his name as hav­ 
ing voted the tannery a nuisance. The 
other members were under the impression 
that it had been a unanim ous vote, but 
Dr. Nichols was positive that he had not 
voted with the majority. He said he had 
passed the tannery frequently and had 
never detected any bad odors, and he did 
not think it was detrim ental to the health 
of the neighborhood. 
A long debate ensued, in which the other 
doctors gave their opinions against Dr. 
Nichols. 
They agreed that the institution 
could be put in a good sanitary condition, 
but that in its present state it was a nui­ 
sance. 
The minutes were finally approved as 
read. 
Reports from the Health Officer, Sec­ 
retary, Inspector and Plum bing Inspector 
were received and placed on file. 
The bond of Plum bing Inspector M. H . 
Sheehan was accepted. 
Drs. Brune and Nichols, who were ap­ 
pointed a committee to inspect the dairies 
of Sacramento at the last meeting, m ale 
the following rep o rt: 
To the Honorable City Board of Health—Gen­ 
tlemen : Your committee, according to instruc­ 
tions, has made a thorough examination of all 
dairies situated within the limits ol the city. 
Our Investigation was principally directed to­ 
ward the healthy condition of the milk cows, 
and toward the methods of feeding and water­ 
ing them. We visited during the month the 
following places: Union Dairy. Eighth and N 
streets; Excelsior Dairy, Sixteenth and R streets: 
lirlghton Dairy, Twenty-second and S streets; 
Geb ring's Dairy, Twenty second street, between 
S and T; Pleasant Hill Dairy, Twenty-second 
and F streets: Sacramento Dairy, Seventeenth 
and F streets. In all the named dairies we 
found the milk cows without any exception in a 
good and healthy condition. We found that in 
all places visited either city or well water was 
used for watering purposes, and in no instance 
were cows allowed to drink from stagnant pools. 
For feeding, in nearly ail places, besides hay a 
mixture oi bran with brewer's mash was used. 
In one dairy, the Excelsior, Sixteenth and R 
streets, the cows were kept exclusively on green 
feed. The stables were invariably kept clean 
and dry, which undoubtedly had also much to 
do with the excellent condition of the animals.

Upon the conclusion of the reading of 
the report, Dr. Snider said he was of the 
opinion that malt or "brewers’ m ash" was 
not a proper food for milch cows. It had a 
bad effect npon the milk. 
It was con­ 
demned all through the East, and dairy­ 
men weie prohibited from feeding it to 
their cows. 
Dr. Brune did not see why m alt should 
not be healthy unless it was in a decom­ 
posed stale. The local dairy men, he said, 
mixed it with bran, and the cows he in­ 
spected were certainly in the best of con­ 
dition, evidently suffering little from their 
diet. 
Afier considerable discussion on the sub­ 
ject the repon was adopted as read. 
I)rs. Fowler and Clow, who were ap­ 
pointed recently as a committee to inspect 
tbe sanitary condition of Chinatown, made 
a partial report. At a future meeting they 
will rep.irt further progress and give more 
details. The report submitted was as fol­ 
lows : 
7b the Honorable Board of Health of the City of 
Sacramento: Your committee, appoint. <1 to in­ 
vestigate tbe sanitary condition ot the Chinese 
quarter of this city, beg leave to report as fol­ 
lows: We find, with the exception of the places 
noted, that the sanitary condition of that part 
of the city is fairly good, when we lake into con­ 
sideration the difficulties to lie overcome in 
dealing with that class ol people, and the im­ 
possibility of maintaining a constant supervis­ 
ion over them. We note many improvements 
In the way of better drainage and sewerage, 
and the care taken in the removal of garbage, 
etc 
The general dingy aspect of many of the 
houses, we find is due to the use of o;>en grates 
in cooking, and the smoke not finding ready 
outlets through pipe* makes Its way through 
tbe apartments, and in doing so acta as a disin­ 
fectant, thus proving Itself to be beneficial 
rather than otherwise. 
on the southwest comer of Fifth and I, the 
property of Mr. Melr, we found a bad state of af­ 
fairs. A large open well receives all the drain­ 
age from the water pipes connected w i'h the 
building, as well as the sipage from a vault near 
bv. This well is overflowing its contents into 
the adjacent soil and is connected with a cis­ 
tern by an open drain, which adds to the already 
saturated ground. This well should bo filled up 
at once and proper drainage effected. 
The property lying adjacent to the above and 
owned by Judge Mesick. has in the rear a large 
brick vault, with an overflow pipe into the 
sewer, into which is discharged the contents of 
a dozen or more open closets. This vault is 
cleaned unce a year and is a fruitful source of 
contamination to the surrounding atmosphere. 
There is al*o a place in the back yard used as a 
wash house, but the floor is rotten and the 
drain stopped up. hence the soil is saturated 
with the confined tilth. 
Ou the premi-es owned by Mr. Maguire there 
is a large vault similar to the one mentioned, 
which is also in tad condition 
The premises on the northwest comer of the 
alley. Third street, between la n d J, owned by 
Daniel Mason, is fully as bad as any we saw. 
Here a large open drain, some forty leet long, 
lias saturated the soil for many yard» in all di­ 
rections, causing the sanitary conditions tobe 
anything but what they should be. The fact 
that fow ls are kept in this place does not add to 
its cleanliness. The premises lying to the east 
of the above were also in a bad"condition from 
broken pipes and poor drains. Both of these 
places neea Immediate attention on the part of 
the owner*. We also find that many ol the 
patent clcsents are in use in various parts of the 
Chinese quarter, and while there is consider­ 
able complaint about the carelessness of the 
Chinese in keeping them clean, yet we are of 
the opinion they are much superior to the open 
ones, and that owners of properties should be 
compelled to introduce them wherever there is 
a sewer adjacent 
We atso urge that the city 
ordinance covering tnis matter be enforced as 
tar as practicable. Respectfully submitted.

H e said that be 
was talking with a friend on the corner of 
Front and K, when Schaefer came along 
and began to abuse them . Hot words were 
exchanged, and they finally came to blows. 
Schaeier was knocked down, and immedi­ 
ately made a motion as if to draw a re­ 
volver. Then Brown says he drew his 
own revolver; but did not fire. Instead he 
seruck Schaefer over the head with it, and 
the weapon went off accidentally. 
Persons who were in the vicinity of the 
saloon say that Brown and his companion 
had been making trouble abont there for 
some time prior to the shooting. They 
compelled several men to “ treat” by threats 
of violence. 
The police have a description of the man 
who was with Brown, and will no doubt 
have him in jail before many hours have 
passed. 
A man named Jleathina was brought to 
the Station-house at an early hour this 
morning. He is supposed to be one of the 
parties connected with the shooting. He 
was so drank, however, that he was un ­ 
able to throw any additional light on the 
affair.

BECOMING FASHIONABLE. 


ALMOST A DUPLICATE OF THE LATE 
COSUMNES TRAGEDY, 


A C hinese Cook Essay* to B u tch er Two 


B auch H ands ou th e F re e ­ 


p o rt K oad. 


Chinese uprisings are evidently becoming 
epidemic. 
There came near being another sensa­ 
tional tragedy yesterday. It happened at 
Scriver’s ranch, on the Freeport road. J. 
H. Inghram has been employed there for 
some time, and according to all reports is a 
qniet, undemonstrative man. A Chinaman 
is also employed at the placa in the capacity 
of ¡cook. 
H is name is Ah June. Yes­ 
terday morning, at about 6 o’clock, Iugb- 
ram, accompanied by the foreman of the 
place, John Welch, went into the din­ 
ing-room and called for their breakfasts. 
They were both hungry, and when the 
Chinaman supplied them with a small 
quantity of bacon with scarcely anything 
else, they were naturally disappointed. 
Inghram called in the Chinaman and 
asked him why he did not give them some 
beef, mutton or ham, of which there was a 
large quantity in the larder. 
Immediately the cook flew into a pas­ 
sion. He became fairly wild, and, running 
into the kitchen, seized a hatchet in one 
hand and a long carving-knife in tbe other, 
and then rushed back into the dining­ 
room. 
The foreman tried to qniet the enraged 
heathen, bat desisted when the latter began 
to flourish the knife over his head. 
The recent tragedy on the Cosumnes river 
appeared like a vision before Inghram , and 
he sat rooted to his chair, completely para­ 
lyzed with fear. Meanwhile the cook was 
whirffng the hatchet about his head like a 
maniac, and Inghram expected that each 
succeeding second would be his last on 
earth. 
Suddenly the hatchet descended, but in ­ 
stead of lodging in Inghram ’s skull it Bank 
deep into the table. 
The foreman again tried to pacify the 
maddened Mongol, and finally succeeded 
in inducing him to go into the kitchen 
without offering further hostilities. No 
sooner was he out of sight than Iughram 
bolted for the door and hastened from the 
ranch. He came directly to the District 
Attorney’s office upoD arriving in this city, 
and told of his narrow escape in a very ex­ 
cited manner. 
He said it was his firm be­ 
lief that had he moved a muscle toward 
defending him self while that hatchet was 
whirling in the air, he would have been a 
dead man. 
A warrant was issued by Justice of the 
Peace Henry for the cook’s arrest, and 
Deputy Constable Harvey went down to 
the ranch in tha afternoon for the China- 
an. 
Harvey returned with his prisoner last 
evening, and arrangements were made im ­ 
mediately for his examination before Ju s­ 
tice Henry. 
When Welch andlnehram arrived, how­ 
ever, neither would swear positively that 
the Chinaman meant to kill them, so a 
charge of disturbing the peace was entered 
against the cook. 
The examination brought out the facts 
as given above, and the Chinaman was 
promptly convicted.
